THEY KEPT THE FAITH 


From the day when Admiral Perry, his 
flagship 
riddled and four-fifths of his crew dead conquered a 
superior British fleet on Lake Erie and laconically no­ 
tified the Continental Congress, "We Lave 
met the 
enemy, and they are ours,” men of the American Navy 
have kept faith with the tradition of unflinching cour­ 
age. 
Navy men of the ill-fated submarine Squalus met 
and conquered a more appalling enemy than they could 
ever meet in battle—the terror of slow death by cold 
and suffocation on the ocean floor. The men, reports 
a surviving officer, experienced “twenty-nine hours of 
living hell, when inward terror became evident.

John Phillips’ 
Bill Now In 
Assembly 


The Senate-approved John Phil­ 
lips' bill making sweeping am end­ 
ments in the California Unemploy­ 
ment Reserves Act wont before the 
Assembly for com mittee action this 
week. 
The measure would liberalize pay­ 
ment of cash benefits to the jobless 
to a point where approximately $50,­ 
000,000 a year could be paid out in­ 
stead of the $35,000,000 now distrib­ 
uted to workers who have contrib­ 
uted to the fund while working. 
Representing weeks of intensive 
study by the Senate Social Security, 
Pensions and Relief Committee, the 
bill bears the name of Senator John 
Phillips of Banning. Its amendments 
to the present act include: 
1. Increasing weekly benefit from 
$7 to $10 minimum and $15 to $18 
maximum payments. 
2. Raising total amounts workers 
may receive from $76 to $163 mini­ 
mum and from $300 to $468 maxi­ 
mum. spread over 26 instead of 20 
weeks. 
3. Those earning less than $300 a 
year 
exempted 
from 
insurance, 
rather than the $155 level now in 
effect. 
4. Relaxing em ployers’ merit rat­ 
ings, enabling the state to benefit 
by federal legislation now approach­ 
ing enactment in Congress. 
Senator Phillips declared the new ¡ 
schedules would go into effect Dec. 
1 if the bill is passed by the lower 
house and signed by the governor.
